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IGNOR BLAIR SUCCUMBS 


Class Of ’07 And Formerly 
Windsor Pastor 


Dies Suddenly In 
Toronto 


After a brief illness Rt. Rey. John 
J. Blair D.P. president of the Catholic 
Church Extension of Canada _ since 
1924, died in Toronto on February 15th. 
Monsignor Blair was born in Stratford 
67 years ago. His primary and second- 
ary education was received in that 
city. In 1901 he enrolled at Assumption 
where he completed Rhetoric in 1905 
and Philosophy in 1907. After theo- 
logical studies at the Grand Seminary 
in Montreal, he was ordained by the 
late Bishop M. F. Fallon in December 
1910. In the diocese of London, Msgr. 
Blair was appointed to pastorates in 
Wingham and St. Anne's, Walkerville. 
Some years later, he was called to the 
archdiocese of Winnipeg where he 
was named Chancellor and Vicar- 
General to His Excellency Most Rev. 
A. A. Sinnott D.D. While assisting 
the Archbishop he was made a Domes- 
tic Prelate. In 1924 Msgr. Blair was 
appointed by the Holy See to the 
Presidency of the Catholic Church 
Extension. In this office, he achieved 
remarkable success in securing aid 
for the Church in the Western Pro- 
vinees, and his death has proved a 
great loss to the Society.

Father Rogers Energetic, 
Neigh? e 
| Efficient Leader 
| EVEREND WILLIAM G. 
ROGERS is the president of the 
| Assumption Alumni Association. To 
| this great warring world this may 
| seem insignificant but to the friends 
fof Assumption College it is im- 
}portant because he has proved him- 
self a most energetic and efficient 
executive, and this brief sketch of 
| his career should prove interesting 
{to the readers of the Alumni Chatter. 
Father Rogers spent his early 
youth in Chatham and Lindsay. He 
attended St. Michacl’s College in 
Toronto and at fifteen years of age 
he was a high school graduate with 
an outstanding record. After two 
years in College he entered St. 
Basil's Novitiate. He later studied 
Philosophy -at Assumption and 
taught in the High School Depart- 
ment. Those were the gala days 
when a Basilian was expected to 
teach full time and study in his 


leisure moments. Next followed the 
study of Theology in the Basilian 
Scholasticate. He was ordained in 
Toronto on July 30th, 1911, 


After a short sojourn in Houston, 
Texas he was for many years in 
Chatham, N.B. at St. Thomas’ Col- 
lege. In 1919 the college in Chatham 
was destroyed by fire and he was 
appointed to the staff of Assumption 
College with the smell of the New 


Brunswick salt air still in his nos-. 


trils. At Assumption he was First 
Councillor. ; 


At the re-organization of the Con- 
gregation of St. Basil in 1922 he 
withdrew from the order and weni 
to the staff of Sacred Heart Semin- 
ary in Detroit where he has re- 
mained. ever since. Both in Basilian 
schools and in the Seminary he has 
been recognized as a most efficient 
organizer, executive and teacher, un- 
sparing in his devotion to the in- 
terests of the students and the 
school, while his priestly life has 
per an inspiration to all who know 
him.
